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SUBJECT: IAEA: DRAFT RESOLUTION ON REPORT ON THE 
INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY (IAEA) 

1 . IAEA OFFICE, NEW YORK, HAS PROVIDED MISSOFF WITH A DRAFT OF THE 
RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY 
AGENCY TO BE TABLED CIRCA NOVEMBER 4 IN UNGA. MALAYSIA WILL BE THE 
SPONSOR AS CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD. FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY AND 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, AS BOARD VICE-CHAIRMEN, WILL CO-SPONSOR THE RESOLU- 
TION. 

2. IN GENERAL THE IAEA OFFICE IS OF OPINION THAT THE RESOLUTION 

AS IT STANDS IS ADEQUATE AND NON-CONTROVERSIAL. A RUMOR IS AFOOT 
THAT AUSTRALIANS TOYING WITH INTENT OF AMENDING OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 
6 TO STRENGTHEN REFERENCE TO PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS (PNE), 

AND IAEA IS ATTEMPTING TO TRACK THIS DOWN WITH THE HOPE OF 
DISCOURAGING CHANGE FROM PRESENT TEXT. 

3. IAEA OFFICE DIRECTOR IN NEW YORK, BORIS KUSHINNIKOV, UNDERSTOOD 
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TO FAVOR INCLUSION OF FOLLOWING PARAGRAPH AS ADDITONAL 
OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH IN RESOLUTIONS. 

4. DEPARTMENT REACTIONS TO THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ARE REQUESTTED. 

5. TEXTS OF RESOLUTION AND ADDITIONAL OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH FOLLOW: 
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QUOTE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING RECEIVED THE REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY 
AGENCY TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY FOR THE YEAR 1976, 

RECOGNIZING THAT THIS YEAR MARKS THE 20TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
FOUNDING OF THE IAEA, AND EXPRESSING SATISFACTION FOR THE PRODUCTIVE 
AND VALUABLE WORK IN THE APPLICATION OF NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR 
PEACEFUL PURPOSES, PARTICULARLY IN ASSISTING DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES, AND IN DEVELOPING INTERNATIONALLY ACCEPTABLE STANDARDS 
FOR THE SAFE OPERATION OF NT TCI, FAR FACILITIES, INCLUDING 
TRANSPORTATION AND STORAGE OF NUCLEAR MATERIALS, AND MAINTAINING 
A SYSTEM OF INTERNATIONAL SAFEGUARDS AS AN INTEGRAL PART 
OF THIS ACTIVITY; 

NOTING WITH SATISFACTION THE POSITIVE INPUTS OF THE IAEA IN THE 
REALIZATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF THE TREATY ON THE NON- 
PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS (NPT) AND OTHER INTERNATIONAL 
TREATIES, CONVENTIONS AND AGREEMENTS DESIGNED TO PROTECT MANKIND 
FROM THE PERILS RESULTING FROM THE MISUSE OF NUCLEAR ENERGY; 

AWARE THAT THE STATEMENT OF THE DIRECTOR GENERAL OF THE INTER- 
NATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY OF 4 NOVEMBER 1977 PROVIDES ADDITIONAL 
INFORMATION ON THE MAIN DEVELOPMENTS IN THE AGENCY'S 
ACTIVITIES, IN PARTICULAR THE RESULTS OF THE MAJOR INTERNATONAL 
CONFERENCE ON NUCLEAR POWER AND ITS FUEL CYCLE HELD BY THE 
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AGENCY AT SALZBURG, AUSTRIA, LAST MAY TO ASSESS THE OVER-ALL ROLE 
PLAYED BY NUCLEAR ENERGY AS AN ALTERNATIVE ENERGY SOURCE 
PRESENTLY AVAILABLE; 

CONSIDERING THE IMPORTANT ROLE PLAYED BY THE IAEA IN THE FIELD OF 
NUCLEAR ENERGY, WHICH IS AT PRESENT THE MAIN ALTERNATIVE SOURCE 
OF ENERGY AVAILABLE, AND THE INCREASED DEMAND WHICH WILL BE 
PLACED UPON THE AGENCY IN THE FUTURE; 

1 . TAKES NOTE OF THE REPORT OF THEINTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY; 

2. URGES ALL STATES TO SUPPORT THE ENDEAVOURS OF THE IAEA IN THE 
FULFILLMENT, IN ACCORDANCE WITH ITS STATUTE, OF ITS TASKS IN THE 
VARIOUS FIELDS OF PEACEFUL USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY, IN THE 
DEVELOPMENT AND APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS, AND IN ASSISTING MEMBER 
STATES, PARTICULARLY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, IN PLANNING AND 
REALIZING PROGRAMMES IN THE FIELD OF ENERGY AND VARIOUS 
APPLICATIONS OF NT TCI, FAR TECHNIQUES. 

3. COMMENDS THE IAEA FOR ITS INCREASED ACTIVITIES IN THE FIELD OF 
TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, IN PARTICULAR ITS 
EXPANDED TRAINING PROGRAMMES AND THE DECISION TAKEN TO INCREASE 
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FURTHER THE TARGET LEVEL OF THE VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS; 

4. COMMENDS THE IAEA ON THE ROLE IT PLAYED IN THE SURVEY OF 

URANIUM RESOURCES, PRODUCTION AND DEMAND AND URGES THAT THIS SURVEY 
BE KEPT UNDER CONSTANT REVIEW; 

5. NOTES WITH APPRECIATION THE IAEA'S CONTRIBTUION TO THE INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNTTY IN DRAFTING A CONVENTION ON THE PHYSICAL 
PROTECTION OF NUCLEAR MATERIALS; 

6. ALSO NOTES WITH APPRECIATION THE STUDY ON REGIONAL NUCLEAR 
FUEL CYCLE CENTRES RECENTLY PUBLISHED BY THE IAEA; THE INTENTION 
OF THE AGENCY TO CONTINUE ITS RESEARCH IN THIS FIELD ESPECIALLY 
WITH REGARD TO ECONOMIC AND NON-PROLIFERATION IMPLICATIONS; AND 
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THE DECISION OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS TO KEEP THE MATTER OF 
PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS (PNE) UNDER REVIEW, SEEKING THE 
SERVICES OF THE AD HOC ADVISORY GROUP AS REQUIRED; 

7. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO TRANSMIT TO THE DIRECTOR 
GENERAL OF THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY THE RECORDS OF 
THE THIRTY-SECOND SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY RELATING TO THE 
AGENCY'S ACTIVITIES. 

NOTES WITH APPRECIATION THE ACTION TAKEN BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE 
OF THE IAEA IN EXTENDING THE OFFICE OF THE PRESENT DIRECTOR 
GENERAL, DR. SIGVARD EKLUND, FOR ANOTHER TERM, AND COMMENDS 
DR. EKLUND FOR HIS DEVOTED SERVICE OVER A PERIOD OF YEARS, 

ESPECIALLY THE EXCELLENT MANNER IN WHICH HE HAS DIRECTED THE 
AGENCY.
